" I don't tblnlc I have yet acknow- 
ledged tbnt last parcel from you con- 
taining Iciillicr sloves, wiMsUots, tooUl 
ttrush, etc. The lea'Uicr gloves will be 
espcciaUy useful. 

"I returned lost night from my first 
visit to the actual firing line. I went 
up there la&t Monday. The battery is 
moving up to-day and to-nionow, half 
at a time. We arc relieving a battery 
up there, and the officers and ser^ 
preants took turns in going up there 
to see bow things were managed. 

"Whwt I saw there would fill a book 
—and a good-sized one, loo. Some 
ihings were vory interesting ; others 
more impressive rather •than inter- 
esting. 

" 1 paid one vi.sit to the fir.'st line 
trenches, and I must say that the in- 
fantry deserve all the crodit and 
praise coming to them. At this ixilnt 
the German trenches are only aboirt 
forty yards distant. By means of a 
periscope one ran take a good lno)( at 
them, but all one sees is the barited- 
wirc cn'Unglcmcnts and tbe sandbags 
along the top of the parapets, wltli no 
Gennans in sight. But Just stick your 
head up and within five seconds you'll 
know that somebody is there. 

"At night the dead ground is kept 
well lit up !)>• flares, so that i-t is not 
of I m anyone ventures out beyond the 
trenches. Once in a while a few ilarc- 
devils will tal<p Ihoir hands full of 
grenades and wait an npiiortunily, 
then dash across into the other lines, 
do what damage they can, and ri>tnrn. 

"Yesterday morning we paid a viwii 
to some of the other batteries, and 
were Just in time to see one of our 
batteries getting shelled. The Oer- 
nian fire was directed by an aeroplane 
overhead, and from where we were 
(about 300 yards away) seemed very 
accurate. I was very thankful I was 
not in that battery. 

••.Met I,ee Strathy (Sci. '15), looking 
very well and clieorful, 

"On a clear day one can see a num- 
t>cr of German machines sallinp 
aroimd. Our anti-aircraft guns bark 
away at them, but seldom do any dam- 
age."

TREATMENT OF 
SEPTIC WOUNDS 



Dr. Garrow Before McGill Medi- 
cal Society, 



REASONS FOR INFECTION 



Many Men Shot in the Chest 
Have Recovered Very 
Rapidly. 



A regular meeting of the McUill 
Medical Society was held last night in 
the New Medical Building. The min- 
utes of the previous meeting were 
read and adopted, and ^ afterwards 
business arising out of them was dis- 
cussed. 

First the report of prize-wonners tor 
papers was given; then followed the 
finanoial report of the dinner, and the 
secretary's report. 

After a piano selection from .Mr. 
Couture, Dr. Garrow read his papers 
on "Treatment of Wound Poisoning" 
and "Gunshot Wounds in the Chest." 

The doctor opened by saying thai 
some of the men present had had at- 
'tual experience, and he hoped they 
would add some remarks at the close 
af his address. His views wliy infec- 
tion bad taken so many lives were : 
1. The number of men involved in ilic 
war. 2. The mode of war, dirt, etc. 
3. The lack of anaesthetics and propc 
food for soldiers. 

Ho stated that at first the anlit'.!;!- 
tic trca'îment of wounds was a fail- 
ure because the conditions In war- 
faro were so different than in civil 
life. In civil cases, operations were 
usually performed under perfect cir- 
cumstances, such as good anaesthe- 
tics. The patient was well fed and 
well looked after. On the other hand 
in war cases the patient was often 
suffering from shock. It took time to 
take him to the hoojiital. .uid it w,i.! 
often hard to gcL him r.ood lood and 
give him plenty of fresh ai,'. 

Then a detailed descriin km i f soiiii 
of the new antiscptii s wa;; 51. ■ n. One 
of these was pa-sscd around lor iho.;c 
present to examine. HytKichlorous 
acid was one of the most used new 
ones. Among its advantages was that 
it was cheaply and easily prepared. 

Tbe next pail of the doctor's paper 
dealt with gun^ot wounds in the 
chest. Dr. Garrow pointed out that 
ciyil surgeons had little chance of 
studying this kind of wound. Tbe 
wounds in the South African war were 
so clean that few conipllca'tlons arose, 
This war was grivinp surgeons a great 
chance. In Uiis war 11 was figured 
that twenty per cent, of the chest 
wounds were mortal. In the Crimean 
war (he perccnta-" of doaUis was 90 
per cent, in ihc French army and 70 
in tbe Engldeh army. In the Jai>anege 
war the percentage was only 3. There 
were some cases where men who were 
shot in the chest hardly noticed it and 
recovered rapidly; but many chest 
wounds In this war resulted in numer- 
ous complication?. The most common 
case was haemothorax. He then gave 
a very detailed descrljKIon of the 
symptoms and cure. 

After the vote of thanks bafl Tiern 
passed, Messrs. G Iron, .Mack and Ord 
gave an account of their own cxpcrt- 
ences at the front. Most of their 
statements agreed with those tha^ Dr. 
Garrow gave. .Mr. Ord, besides giving 
tJie history of some cases or gunshot 
wounds in the chest, also described 
some interesting examples of skull 
wounds. Most of tbe cases of poison- 
ing were brou^t about by pieces of 
sliell and shrapnel carrying bits of 
uniform or dirt in'io Ihc wounds. 
Those who "received bullet wounds 
were not so apt to receive infection, 
sia the bullet usually pierced the iml. 
form. The success of the lelaniis 
serum was very marked. .Most of 
those who died were those who had 
not received an injection. Ac one 
time a ward ran out of scrum, and the 
inoresse of deatlis from this cause 
was remarkable. The few cases of 
typhoid fever was also remarkable. 

After tiiese discussions, Mr. Stev- 
ens' case report followed. A printed 
description of a particularly compli- 
cated (Unirai case war. liandcd ou'I. 
and some of 'the men were asked 
to give their diagnosis and support it. 
About six diagnoses were g^vrn, none 
of which were exactly correct. 

After this tlic meeting broke up for 1 
refreshments.

The Villa Trente, the English hos- 
pital for the Italian wounded, stands 
hard by the little village of Dolignano, 
a mile from the AusU-ian frontier.

and makes too great demands upon her strength." 

"Statistics," says the resident physician at Mount Holyoke, 
"show that the records of health maintenance and improvement 
are from 96 to 98 per cent, in our leading women's colleges, but 
they do not entity take into account the minor givinff»-out and 
the weariness incident to dormitory Uring and the strain of col- 
lege life." 

A sociologist at Smith College has been curious enough to 
compile averages of the expense accounts of the women-students 
for the college year. He gives the following report: 

"The average girl at Smith spends 87.4 per cent, of her money 
for necessities, 8.2 per cent, for pleasure, including dues, recrea- 
tion, and contributions to church and charity, and 4.2 per cent, for 
books and stationery. Individual expenditures ranged from $360 
to $1,850. the average being $765." 

On comparing this with the expense account of the average 
man-student, we are struck with the small amount, only 8.2 per 
cent., spent by the woman-student on pleasure. It is {riain that 
there is real danger to the young woman who attempts to support 
the burden of outside employment as well as scholastic activities, 
of overtaxing her strength and ruining her constitution. Women- 
students are usually only too ready to overwork themselves, a fault 
from which most men-students are conspicuously free.

The family of which Pr. Colby is a 
member settled originally in Thorn- 
ton, New Hampshire, and In 1798 re- 
moved to Derby, Vermont, where Hub- 
bard tells us they were "Inielllgont 
and useful members of the ooromun- 
ity." Moses French Colby, the only 
sop of Samur>i Colby to settle In Can- 



tor of J. Child. Weybridge, Vermont. 
Mrs. Colby wad for some time pre- 
ceptress of Stanstead Seminary. 

Charles William Colby, who is ihe 
youngest member of the family, was 
lKirn at Stanstead on March 25, 1867, 
the year ot Confederation. He first 
attended Stanstead College, of which 
his father waa a director. Forsaking 
the precedent aet by both hUi fathnr 
and bis grandfather, he did not pro- 
ceed to Dartmouth, but instead ma- 
triculated into McOIll, where he 
followed a brUUant course in the 
Faculty of Arts. In 1887 he was 
graduated with tlie degree of Bachelor 
of Arts with Uio highest honors !n 
EngliBh and History, and with ti:" 
Shakespeare gold medal. Like sev- 
eral other professors of tli«; racul'ty 
of Arts, Dr. Colby took up post grad- 
uate work at Harvard. He received 
tiie degree of A.M. with lIiu Morgan 
Sobolarship in 1889, and In the fol- 
lowing year was granted bis Jflu P. 
degree. 

After further study, Dr. Colby In 
1S93 became lecturer in English lan- 
guage and History at McGlU. Two 
ycar.s later, he became Kingsford 
Professor of History In the Faculty 
of Arts, and this chair he has since 
occupied, with tiie excepUon of some 
years spent In travel. Dr. Colby Is a 
fellow ot the Royal Society ot Canada 
and of other learned soclcfties. 

In financial circles, as In Canadian 
educattonal life, Dr, Colby is a well- 
known figure. He is a director of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce and ot 
various other insUtutions and under- 
takings. 

Dr. Colby's pubMcatlona include : 
"Selections from the Sources of En- 
glish History" (1899). "Canadian 
Types of the Old Regime" (1908), and 
"The Founder of New France; a 
Chronicle ot Champlain" In the 
Chronicles of Canada series (1915). 

Dr. Colby is as enthusiastic a Mc- 
Gill man as there is. Twice within 
recent years he has been offered a 
chair in a larger American university, 
but on each occasion he baa preferred 
to remain at his Alma Mater. Like 
his confrere in the Faculty of Arts, 
Dr. J. W. A. Hlckson, he enjoys some 
reputaUon as a hill-climber, but his 
chief delights are gardening and fish- 
ing. 

We have always heard that Dr. Col- 
by is very fond of bis old college, and 
that in consequence he has never been 
beguiled away to other toretgn insti- 
tutions. However that may be, we all 
hope that be will continue here to act 
as a great landmark to all MeOilt ttu- 
denta who come undor him.

The amount of time wasted by students because of unintelli- 
gent methods of study it doubtless enormous. The average under- 
graduate takes his work as doses of bitter medicine to be swal- 
lowed indiscriminately at more or less frequent intervals. Given 
a book, he dully reads the sentences, exercising no selection, but 
expecting that in some mysterious way he will absorb knowledge 
by the mere conning of the words. At a lecture he does not know 
how to condense points made into intelligible, concise statements 
suitable for notes. If the lecturer is not one who carefully labels 
all his topics and introduces them with "first, secondly, thirdly, 
etc.," the student is often at a complete loss. 

Indeed, the average college man is a victim of what Tolstoi 
termed "the school state of mind," — a state in which everything 
scholarly appears a-priori difficult, and the student regards him- 
self not an eager seeker for truth, but a patient forced to receive 
ft distasteful pellet of learning. Probably most men actually 
apply more alert thought to choosing their clothing and food than 
to their properly intelleetual tasks. 

The trouble lies in the fact that most students do not know 
How to study. As Freshmen they are plunged into seas of work, 
without receiving any careful Instruction on methods of doing it 
They flounder for a time, until they evolve inefficient, make- 
shl/i ways foi' themselvea, Some, not no fortunate, do not learn 
the rough-and-ready lessons of experience soon enough, and their 
allege careers find eariy ends. 

Men should be taught first of nil how to study. Men who

Then suddenly the boom of heavy 
guns at night became more ominous, I 
persisting like some hidden animal ot| 
prey. Rumors and predictions of the 
date of the great assault fly round. 
At last we hear the hospitals near the 
front are emptied, and the sick de- ' 
spatched by rail to towns inland. Or- 
ders are given: the roads are clear ot 
traffic; the ambulances are all sent 
out to chosen potnia at village ataUons 
to wait there night and day. There Is 
weeping In the hospital kitchen that 
evening among the Italian aervants 
for the loved ones In the ranks. Next 
day the Windows of the hospital arc 
continuously shaken with reverbera- 
tions from the big guns thundering to 
the south, while In the bright windy 
October weather there is a pervading 
sense of health and stirring activity.

Ohlcago, 111.— The development of 

dramatic presentation In E2urope trom 
the earliest forms down to pre-Shake- 
8peare«n days is to be illustrated at 
the University of Chicago by the pro- 
duction 'Of four old pieces. None of 
these, so far as is known here, has 
ever been given in this country before. 
The evening Is under tbe auspices of 
tbe department of English of the uni- 
versity. Tbe department has gone to 
considerable effort to insure hlttorieal 
fidelity in the costuasiac and presen- 
uttott. 

The first plaj. the "Sponsus," la one 
of the earliest forms of the dnma 
leading to Shakespeare, remarks Prof. 

Percy H. Boynrion. of the department 
of English. It waa written about 1100 
in central France. This kind of play 
was presented as a part of the church 
service, with a choir in church vest- 
ments. The "Sponsus" deals with the 
story of the wise and foolish Virgins, 
It will be acted and sung by a local 
church choir. 

At a later period, when the drama 
had grown beyond tbe church, "The 
Second Shepherds' Play" came into 
being, about 1460. Mystery plays were 
then givra by the trade guilds In the 
public squares. This one introduces 
some broad comedy. Prof. Boynton 
observes that it presents one of the 
earllevt concessions to tbe new famll- 
llar legend, "what the public wants." 
Tbe play tells of the NaUvlty, and 
counterfeits the characters in com- 
edy. Before a manger takes place a 
sheep-stealing scene. The vagrant 
shepherd bears tbe sheep borne to bis 
wife and they hide It in the cradle. 
Shepherds search the room and are 
about to le«ve when they give gifts to 
tbe young child, and the deception Is 
discovered. Then follows the digni- 
fied Blblieal portrayal. 

Next comes the drama of a hundred 
years later, when morality plays were 
the thing. "The Nice -«Panton" is a 
conventional play of this type, treat- 
ing of the right and wrong way to 
bring up children. The child rightly 
reared becomes all that could be de- 
sired and the other all that could be 
expected. 

The Elizabethan Jig, rounding out 
the sories, brings tbe drama down to 
Shakespeare. Tbda is "The Wooing of 
.Nan," and Nan is' wooed In singing 
and dancing. Usually this is included 
In Marlowe's workst under the title of 
"A malog in Verse." because Mar- 
loira'c name waa written across the 
manuaeript In wtiteh the Jig waa dia> 
covered.

The last of a scries of six musically 
illustrated lectures was delivered bo- 

dienr«» In the Conservator'"" Hall on 
Thursday evening by the popular dir- 
ector, Dr. Perrin, oa the subject of 
"Modern Music, its Tern*- --'rs and In- 
fluence." 

"!t is very diifficult," said Dr. Per- 
rin. in part. 'Ho estimate the value of 
contemporary art, slneie it cannot be 
altogether disaocLfrd from the pa^t. 
but we muvt agree with Mr. H. G. 
Wells when be declares that we are 
trying to see into the- future, back- 
wards in our modem music. In every 
worthy musical composition there 
must be some form, some prominent 
idea or shape, or, as in absolute mu- 
sic, a thought or idea that has sprung 
into being without any conscious us- 
•oelatioB. 

"Music has now reached the lllua- 
traUve period." conUnued Dr. Pcrrln. 
"and such composers as Weber in his 
Piano Concerto, Mendeleeohn in bis 
ItaUan. Scotch Symphonies, Tsohal- 
kowaky In his tone drama, Manfred, 
and finally Berlioz, the great master 
or orcbeetraiUon, have elaborated upon

"There are two great classes of mu- 
sicians at the present time, the con- 



servatives, who adhere to the estab- 
tlstaod musical traditions, and the fu- 
turists. 

"Holders of the conservative view 
say that artistic expression can only 
b« In 'certain Umlta'; tbe other, that 
every original composition must be 
unrestrained. They make no distinction 
between what la good or bad, beauti- 
ful or ugly. One side wanU form and 
symmetry; tbe other gives us speci- 
mens of form on the level with the 
cubliU In the art of peinUng. Wltli 
them, any device is legitimate which 
will produce a realistic effect. The 
result is that their music Is a mere 
mixture of sounds and music of delib- 
erately planned cacophony means lU 
delineaUon as an art The estab- 
tlsbed music is baaed on the accepted 
system of scales and triads, and is full 
of melody, rhythm, harmony and cor- 
rectly prepared and reaolved disson- 
ance; but modem music Is without 
harmony, recognlies no dissonance, 
and Is of a vaguelesa nature. It con- 
tains no melody and fUee away from 
us to and resting places In the music 
of the pas*. It remains to be seen 
what the music of tbe future will be." 

Dr. Perrin then gave Illustrations 
from the works of Cyril, Scott, Serla- 
Wnc, Debusaay, Schonberg, and Rach- 
manloff, and concluded with an ac- 
count of Ornsteln's compositions, 
which are certainly most ultra mod- 
ern and not Worthy of lerious consid- 
eration.
